As a result} 
a large quantity of butter was import | 
ed, principally from New Zealand, the 
total quantity, covering from that Wine | 
ter down to date, March 31, being 
2,139,944 pounds.

In explanation of this, Mr. Rud- 
flick says that the freight and duty, |

butter from New Zealand amounts to}

March, Canada, he says, does not 
produce enough butter during the 
winter for her current demands and 
must either hold some summer butter 
in storage or import from the south- 
ern hemisphere.

President's Address at Opening of 
British Association for Advance- 
ment of Science 

Dunde>, Scotland.—The most inter- 
esting teature of the opening session 
of the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science was the presi- | 
dential address this evening of Prof. 
f. A. Schaefer of Edinburgh Unt- 
versity, which dealt with the nature, 
origin and maintenance of life.

mately of all the tissues and organs, 
in short to bring about the develop- 
ment of the whole body, if a simple 
chemical reaction is submitted for the | 
male element in the process of fer- | 
tilization. We may even hope some

That another strong agitation against the high price of food-stuffs 
should have broken out in Germany need surpriseno one. For a quar- 
ter of a century Gernany’s natural products have not sufficed to feed her 
population, But the duties on food stuffs, notably on wheat have been 
persistently maintained in the interest of the landed proprietors, who 
form the back-bone of the Conservative party in Germany. The strug- 
gle between the latter and the Social-Democrats, who represent chiefly 
the larger industrial population of the towns, which latter are grossly 
under-represented in the Reichstag, has many times in recent years, be- 
came acute, Indeed since 1594, the question whether or not the duties 
on food stuffs should be reduced or abolished has taken a leading place 
in German politics,

tree in a cirele sloping upward on the 
outer side, Around the top of the net 
there were drawn ropes from four di 
rections, held by half a dozen natives 
hidden in the bush. These were to 
bring the top of the net together and 
thus bag our game 

“After waiting some hours the leavers 
above rustled and then opened as 4 
six foot male gorilla descended un 
suspectingly and entered the trap. | 
signaled, the four ropes were pulled 
at once, and we bad our aniinal—for 
a moment.

Statistics Show That Farmers 
Are Producing More Than 
Ten Years Ago 


Bince the results of the Dominion 
Census have been published, many 
people have received the erroneous im: 
pression that rural Ontario is in a very 
Wecadent condition. An examination 
bf a few facts taken from provincial 
reports prove, that the banner pro- 
ee of the Dominion is far from 
eing in a state of decay. 
‘Fewer Farmers but Greater Wealth. 

Though smaller in numbers than ip 
the year 1900, the farmers of Ontario 
are producing a more valuable out: 
put than ever before in the history 
bf the province, and the assessed val: 
ue of their lands was never as great 
fs at the present time, The populat 


estiinate places the number of farma]- 


in Ontario at 176,000, and the annual 
butput from the fields of those farms 
fs generally valued at $260,000,000, 
‘These figures hardly account for the 
entire agricultural worth of the pro 
vince. In the first place, it fs ques- 
tionable if there are any more than 
160,000 farms in Ontario, The past 
ten years have been a period of mer 
gers in the farming world as well as 
in that of other industries, and the 
form of one hundred acres has rapid: 


jy passed out of sight. Fewer people 
hold more land than at the beginning 
of the century, and the farm of two 
hundred and three hundred acres hha 
become the unit. Such is the condit: 
jon at the prescut census taking, but 
there are signs even now that point 
to the resumption of the smaller areas 
before the next decade has passed, 
At the present moment, however, the 
number of real farms in this province 
would be more nearly 150,000 than 
175,000, but their value ig consider 
ably greater than when the number 
did amount to 175,000.

But the, 
manifactured or patent tanned robes 
d‘dn’t last as long as the robes tanned 
by the Indians. In fact, it is said 
that the robes now in service were | 
those tanned by these Indians many | 
years before the white men began to| 
tan them. fi 

.The Indian women did the tanning. | 
They fastened the green hides to a} 
set of frames just Uke grandmother 
usd to fasten her quilts to, when she 
made them. The sauaws would then | 
take a blunt instrument, resembling 
a hoe, and work off all the flesh and} 
membrane from the hide. 

They rallied it fleshing, Then | 
they wonlc rub the skin for several | 
days with a heavy, smooth surfaced | 
club until all the grease had been 
driven out of the hide. They used 
no chemicals at all in tanning. Only 
hides from buffaloes killed late in the 
winter were used in making robes, as | 
the fur was then heaviest. | 

Before the Kaws threw the robes | 
on the market they used them in mak- | 
ing mocotsins and winter clothing, al-| 
so for covering their tepees. But | 
when a market was established for! 
them and the Indians could get real | 
money, vr real food or real whisky for | 
them, buffalo tepees soon disappeared | 
from the reservation.
